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Board Endorses 
Visit to USSR 


The Board of Directors has 
endorsed a trip to the Soviet 
Union next Fall in conjunction 
with the Citizen Exchange Corps. 
The itinerary will include Helsinki, 
Leningrad, Moscow, Tbilisi, and 
Tashkent/Samarkand. 


The itinerary in the Caucasus and 
Central Asia will be of interest to 
those with a special bent toward 
history, archaeology, magnificent 
mountain scenery and architec- 
ture. The influence of Byzantine 
and Moslem religion and culture 
is especially strong in these parts 
of the world and would provide an 
exciting contrast to Moscow and 
Leningrad. 


The price for either program will 
be in the vicinity of $1800 
(unconfirmed) based on a group 
of 20 or more travelling first class 
(double occupancy with private 
bath); three meals per day 
(breakfast only in Helsinki); round 
trip APEX airfare from New York 
(or Boston if booked ahead); all 
transfers; baggage handling; 
gratuities; services of leaders and 
local guides. Theater tickets and 
excursions to Peterhof and 
Pavlovsk included. 


The Union of Architects in 
Moscow and Tbilisi have 
responded positively and en- 
thusiastically to this trip. Irina 
Shishkina, Vice President of the 
Union of Architects in Moscow, 
has promised her full coopera- 
tion. It was Madame Shishkina 
who headed the first delegate of 
Soviet architects to Boston in 
1971.

Monitor

code consultant to the MSAA. His 
report is too long for inclusion in 
this format. Any member wishing 
a full report or assistance in 
making any code changes should 
call the Chapter office. The other 
items are Licensing of Construc- 
tion Supervisors and State 
Environmental Code Title 5. 


Actions by the State Building 
Code Commission (SBCC) on 
May 15th provided that wood 
stoves must be labeled after June 
30, 1979 and that a modified label 
may be used until September 30, 
1979 for wood stoves meeting 
UL1482 and UL737 Standards. 
After September 30, 1979, all 
solid fuel burning appliances for 
sale in Massachusetts must be 
labeled in accordance with the 
regulations adopted for the 
testing of such devices. 


The next public hearing will be 
held on Tuesday, October 30, 
1979 at 1:00 p.m. at the 
McCormack State Office Building, 
One Ashburton Place, Boston, in 
the 21st Floor Conference 
Rooms. This is the annual 
meeting at which proposed code 
changes will be heard and acted 
upon in accordance with the 
policy of issuing amendments 
only once a year. About 30 
revisions have been submitted, 
most of them by the staff in order 
to correct typographical errors or 
clarify certain wording. Changes 
must be submitted on the Code 
Provision Proposal Forms in the 
Code Book and additional forms 
may be obtained from the SBCC 
Office.

Lt. Governor Tom O'Neill has 
identified Energy and Housing as 
new initiatives for his second 
term in office. Judith Kurland, 
who directed his Office of 
Federal-State Relations for four 
years, is now in charge of the 
new Office of Special Projects 
and Policy, which will be 
responsible for some new 
directions. In energy, O'Neill's 
efforts (centering on conservation 
and use of renewables) have 
recently been given a boost by a 
$300,000 grant from the U.S. 
Department of Energy, specific- 
ally to host a series of con- 
ferences and seminars through- 
out the Commonwealth. 


The Lt. Governor's Office also 
puts out a bi-monthly Newsletter 
entitled THE ENERGY LINK, 
which contains information about 
the latest federal energy funding 
opportunities/regulatory actions 
national energy initiatives/new 
publications/legislation and 
energy developments around the 
country at the grass-roots level

Preserving Architectural 
Records 


In May 1979 the Massachusetts 
Committee for the Preservation 
of Architectural Records received 
a Federal grant to conduct a pilot 
survey of architectural drawings 
and records held by firms and 
private collections in Greater 
Boston. The Committee's aim is 
to locate and preserve the 
records of early firms as a 
permanent reference resource 
for architects, building officials, 
historians and the general public. 
On the basis of its survey experi- 
ence the Committee will advise 
newer firms on ways of organiz- 
ing and preserving their records. 
Libraries and archives interested 
in acquiring architectural records 
are being identified as 
repositories for endangered 
material. 


Mass COPAR is a group of 
architects, librarians, archivists, 
preservationists, and historians 
from the Boston area. Their goal 
is to locate, survey, and preserve 
the records of individual 
architects and firms, both past 
and present.
